| loaves. He favored in general the prin- 


ciples of the bill advocated by John J. 
Cummings, sealer of weights and meas- 
ures of Beverly, but would not reduce 
the weight of bread to 28 ounces. 

Some of the petitioners asked that the 
standard be fixed at 28 ounces to the 
loaf, instead of 32, as at present, and 
that the sale should be only by loaf and 
halt loaf, doing away with the present 
three quarter and quarter loaves which 
at present make possible the deceiving 
of the public. 

Mr. Cummings said, in part: “In the 
course of my investigations I weighed 
sample 10-cent loaves taken at random 
from 12 different bakeries and find them 
to weigh respectively 27 1-16, 27%, 
27 7-16, 26 1-16, 25 1-16, 25 13-16, 24 7-16, 
24 3-16, 22 15-16, 21 3-16 20 7-16 and 
20 1-16 ounces. 

“On this basis the test weighing showed 
an average deficiency of over 74 ounces, 
but when the bakers were interviewed 
they claimed that they made only three- - 
quarter and quarter loaves, although in 


many cases the larger loaf was baked 
in double form and simply broken in 


halves when a five-cent loaf was called 


for, thus making the evasion plainly ap- 
parent. 

“Once in a while a purchaser who 
knows the legal weight of a loaf to be 
two pounds, finding his loaf weighs per- 
haps 26 ounces, and returning to seek 
an explanation, is politely informed that 
what he really bought was a _ three- 
quarter loaf, and, instead of a deficient 
weight, he has received two ounces over- 
weight. 

‘Another buyer who does not know the 
fact that the law prescribes a certain 
weight of bread, discovers that the 
o-cent loaf which he has purchased is 
13 ounces in weight, and upon his next 
visit to the store notices a- price list 
posted on the wall which informs him 
that the price of a quarter loaf is 5 
cents, while 10 cents purchases a three 
quarter loaf. 

“Desiring to procure the most for his 
money he decides to-buy the three quar- 
ter loaf, and later finds that it weighs 
25 ounces, or less than twice as much ag 
the five-cent loaf.” 

Under these conditions, he said, the 
public is deceived and those in charge 
of enforcing the law cannot bring ita é 
breakers to justice. 

Representative Davis of Beverly stated 
that he believed that the committee 
should recommend some law which would 
prevent the people being deceived in what 
they were buying. 

James A. Wright said that if a spe- 
cific standard were fixed the price of a 
loaf of bread would be governed by eco- 
nomic means, and there wasn’t any dan- 
ger of raising the price of bread by law. 

Frank R. Shephard, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the Master 
Bakers Association, appeared in opposi- 
tion. Mr. Shephard said that the people 
in purchasing bread buy the brand rather 
than purchase by weight, as this is » 
matter in which they are most interested 
and so there is no need for any legisla- 
tion such as the petitioners ask for.

It is generally understood that when ; 
a ball in flight deviates horizontally from | 


a straight line, apart from any influence 


of wind, it is because the ball is spinning | 
but golfers often! 


about its own axis; 
disagree as to how a ball will deviate 
when spinning in a given direction. That 
is to say, “Will a ball which is spinning 


in a clockwise direction, as in figure 1, | 
take the line A B of a pulled ball, or the 


line A C of a sliced ball?”

Owing to the speed with which a ball 
travels through the air, it is impossible 
to see in what direction it is spinning; 
but the following simple experiment sug- 
gested by J, A. Main in Golf Illustrated, 
can be tried by any one, and will show 
how the ball behaves in another. fluid, 
namely, water. 

Fi’l a bath or tank of any sort toa 
depth -of about 2 feet with water, 
taking an ordinary golf ball, hold it on 
a board sloping down to water, as shown 
in figure 2. Run the ball down board 
into the water, so that when it reaches 
the water it will be spinning in the 
direction shown, and moving in the direc- 
tion of the arrow a. 

As the ball is a little lighter than the 
water it displaces, one would naturally 


expect that it would continue in the line | 


a b, or perhaps curve slightly upward; 
but it will be found that it moves in- 
stead’ approximately in the line a ec d, 
and when it begins to rise, owing to its 
buoyancy, it will, if still spinning, take 
the line d e f. 

These peculiar deviations must be due 
to the spin on the ball, and show that a | 
ball spinning in a clockwise direction | 
will curve to the right, and one spin- | 
ning in an anti-clockwise direction will 
curve to the left.

among the repertory. Often it is a 


comie thief who adopts extraordinary 
disguises and enters and leaves houses 
by ingenious methods, and is always 
discovered. Usually he is wildly pyr- 
sued by a score of comic policemen, is 
sometimes captured, but more often es- 
capes, 

This familiarizing of audiences with 
the methods of criminals can hardly have 
a good effect on the observers, especially 
that part of the audience that accepts 
the pictures as representatives of real 
life, as‘many of them do, instead of be- 
ing what they are, merely clever trick 
scenes devised by expert stage managers 
and photographers. 

Examples of improper effect upon the 
audience are frequently met with in the 
public prints. Only recently there was a 
case in New York where an uneducated 
foreigner burrowed beneath a street in 
an effort to penetrate the vault of a 
bank. It was stated at the time that he 
had been inspired to make the attempt 
by. identical pictures inw@ cheap moving 
picture booth, — 

In Kansas City only a few days ago 

a small boy caused turmoil in a whole 
neighborhood, upset -venders’ carts, 
locked people in their homes, broke win- 
dcws.and committed many other mis- 
chievous acts in the spaee of an hour. 
When questioned later he said that he 
had seen the same thing done in moving 
pictures at a local booth and thought it 
would be great fun, and that there vas 
nothing wrong in it. 
, {it is a common thing to see the pic- 
turing of crimes of violence in some of 
the ‘more objectionable theaters. The 
better class of* film producers jn New 
York have recognized that this feature of 
the moving pictures has served to bring 
this form. of entertainment somewhat 
into disrepute, and they have voluntarily 
agreed to submit all their films to a cen- 
sorship committee representing the lead- 
ing civic organizations of the city. 

Films condemned by this committee are 
destroyed. This is a step in the right 
direction, and it is to be regretted that 
the legeconscientious producers of pic- 
tures are not forced to submit to the 
censorship to which these more ptogres- 
sive producers yield. 

Among the recent objectionable films 
may be named a series of card games 
filled with details of dissipation; one 
based on the suicide idea. in which a man 
makes a living by working on the deep- 
ext svippathies of others; a “comic” 
prison series, in which a comic wanderer 
is shown to be never happy except when 
under arrest; a series based on revenge, 
which shows a little girl dreaming that 
her doll came to life and turned upon 
her owner with fatal effect; a play on 
begging, showing a child made to beg 
by a cruel parent. 

This list might be eontinued indefin- 
itely to show what scenes of violence, 
immiorality, crime of various kinds, are 
made the basis of the pietures that are 
displayed before audiences, many of 
whom are children who thus get most 
distorted ideas about human conduct. 
Criminality is shown to them to be 
clever, as if to invite imitation of 
some of the acts they see pictured on 
the sereen. The faet that a maudlin 
moral is often tacked on to the end of 
such scenes does not in any way mitigate 
the general objectionable nature of ihe 
whole. 

The manner in whieh the sipkinien are 
received and the behavior of the audience 
itself in the picture shows will be con- 
sidered in succeeding articles in The 
Monitor. | 

So many complaints of the quality of 
the pictures given at Revere beach have 
been made that the selectmen have been 
petitioned to make regulations forbidding 
the proprietors of the shows to sell 
tickets to children.

GAPITAL IS STIRRED 
ATLATEST TURN OF 
BALLINGER INQUIRY 


WASHINGTON—AII Washington to- 
day is discussing the newest phase of 
the Ballinger-Pinchot affair and awaits 
impatiently the resumption of the in- 


quiry at 10 a. ‘m. Friddéy, at which time 
the cross-examination of Mr. Pinchot, 
just begun Tuesday, will be continued. 

On the stand Tuesday, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson emphaticalHy denied 
the statement made by Gifford Pinchot, 
that he had given the former forester 
permission to write the letter to Senator 
Dolliver which resulted in the forester’s 
dismissal, 

Mr. Pinchot declared he had discussed 
the matter at length with Secretary Wil- 
son and that he understood his superior 
officer had given him express permissiva 
tu write to Senator Dolliver. 

Secretary Wilson immediately tiook* 
the stand and asserted that, while he 
had given Mr. Pinchot permission to 
wiite to senator Doiliver «oncerning | 
“departmental affairs,” he never ‘lid, 
and never would have, given him per- 
mission to write a letter criticizing the 
President of the: United States: 

After cross-examination of Secretary 
W ilson, and the beginning of the cross- 
examination of Mr. Pinchot, an adjourn- 
ment was taken until Friday morning 
at 10. 

Under. a cross examination, almost 
wholly by the Democratic members of 
the committee, ‘Secretary Wilson was 
uncertain as to just what had passed 


between himself and the forester, and 


became somewhat mixed at times as to 
just what letters the e¢ommitteemen 
were referring to in their rapid-fire of 
questions. The secretary reiterated 
again and again that he never saw or 
heard of the letter Mr. Pinchot wrote 
until it was read in the Senate. 

Mr. Pinchot had been reluctant to 
testify to anything that would bring 
him into the controversy with the chief | 
under whom he had served ® years. But | 


Chairman Nelson insisted that he should | 


go into the matter. 

Mr. Pinchot dceelared that he and Sec- 
retary Wilson went so far as to discuss 
the executive order issued by President 
Taft: forbidding subordinate officers of 
the various departments from‘ giving in- 
formation to Congress, and he added 
that the secretary said: “You and I will 
have no trouble about that order.” 

Mr. Pinchot denied he had been em- 
bittered by a dismissal which he con- 
sidered was not justified. He denied, 
also, that there was a specific move- 
ment to discredit Mr. Ballinger. He 
added, however, that he and former Sec- 
retary Garfield, Glavis and others, are 
concerned in a movement for the con- 
servation of natural resources, and that 
they regard Mr. Ballinger as one of the 
greatest enemies of that movement. 

The interest of the morning session 
centered in the announcement by Mr. 
Pinchot that he would not press for a 


| decision as to whether or not he should 
be allowed to give his version of con- 


versations with President: Taft anil in- 
troduction in evidence by Mr. Pinchot 
of a long letter written to him by Presi- 
dent Taft in September last. 

In this letter the President denounced 
as disingenuous, warned Mr. Pinchot 
against making Glavis’ cause his own, 
declared he was sorry Mr. Pinchot did 
not have the same confidencé and trust 
in Mr. Ballinger’ as he did, and lastly 
declared that controversies between tne!

sort, Or if one is exclusively interested 
in art and literature, he can listen to 
Paul Bourget, the distinguished author 
and academician, speak on the “Novel

QUINCY IN WELCOME 
TO ADMIRAL BOWLES 
HONORS HIS ABILITY 


QUINCY, Mass.—-Rear Admiral Fran- 
cis T. Bowles, U. S. N., retired, president 
of the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, 
received an unusual welcome from this 
icity on his return Tuesday night from a 
trip of several months abroad.

The naval appropriation bill is now 
practically completed. It carries about 
$128,000,000 as compared with $136,000,- 
OO0 last year, a reduction in tbe inter- 
est of economy of about $8,000,000.

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| MUSICAL EVENTS 


“THE MISER KNIGHT.” 

OUR Russian operas, Sergei Rachma- 

ninofl’s opera the “Miser Knight,” a 
part of which is soon to be produced at 
the Boston opera house; Tschaikowsky’s 
“Eugene Oneguin,” one of the most popu- 
lar of works at the Russian imperial 
opera houses; Tschaikowsky’s “Pique 
Dame,” which is to be produced this 
week at the Metropolitan opera house in 
New York, and Moussorgsky’s “Boris 
Godounoff,” which was performed at Ga- 
briel Astruc’s Russian season of opera at 
the Chatelet theater in Paris last sea- 
son, are all founded on works of the Rus- 
sian poet Alexander Pushkin. 

The libretto of Tschaikowsky’s “One- 
guin” is condensed from Pushkin’s long, 
eight-canto poem, “Eugene Oneguin”; the 
libretto of “Pique Dame” is adapted from 
the short. story, “Queen of Shades”; the 
words of Moussorgsky’s opera are taken 
largely from Pushkin’s dramatic chron- 
icle, ‘Beris Godounoff”; those of Rach- 
nvaninoff’s work are’ from Pushkin’s 


“Miser Knight,” a little closet drama. in| 


three scenes, dealing with personages as 
indefinite historically as tose in Maeter- 
linck’s “Pelleas and Melisande.” The 
principal character is a b«ron who hoards 
his money and keeps his son Albert in 
such poverty that he cannot go decently 
to court or into the tournaments of the 
knights; then there is a Jewish money 
lender, Solomon, from whom Albert gets 
money by promising to repay it when he 
succeeds to the baron’s wealth; and 
lastly there is the duke, who calls the 
baron to-account for his unkind treat- 
ment of Albert. 

The first of the three scenes is a tower, 
where Albert discusses with his servant 
the possibilities of his making his shabby 
armor do him for a coming tournament, 
and afterward discusses with Solomon a 
new loan. Thé second scene is a vaulted 
cellar, where the baron is discovered 
among his coffers; he opens his heart to 
his gold in a long soliloquy. The third 
scene is the duke’s pusrace, whither the 
miser baron is summoned to answer the 
charges of avarice made against him by 
his son. 

The only passage of great literary or 
dramatie originality in the piece is that 
of the soliloquy, in which Pushkin so far 
gets in sympathy with the miser baron 
as almost to vindicate his avarice. 

“Here,” sav Tourgenieff and Viardot 
in their preface to the French transla- 


tion of the piece, “avarice shows itself | 


in energetic, grandiose, poetic guise, 


though without on that account being | 


less detestable.” 


The baron enters his secret crypt with. | 
a handful of coin to add to his sixteenth | 


coffer, which is not yet quite filled. 
that his hoard increasing, 
though slowly: he looks at the money 
in his hand. “Here,” he soliloquizes, “is 
an old ducat. A widow gave it to me 
vesterday; but before she gave it she 
spent a half day under my window with 
her three children kneeling and begging 
for mercy. The rain fell, and stopped, 
and fell again. The hypocrite did not 
budge. I could have driven her away; 
but something told me in secret that 
she had brought with her the pay for her 
husband’s debt. She would not like, 
thought I, to go to prison tomorrow. And 
here another ducat, which Thibaut 
brought me. Where did the rascal get 
it? “Stole it, without doubt; perhaps 
near the highway, in the night, in the 
woods. Yes, if all the tears, all the 
sweat, all the bloodshed caused by 
what is piled up here could suddenly 
spring from the bosom of the earth, it 
would make a new deluge; and I should 
be drowned at the bottom of my faithful 
crypt.” 

The baron turns the key, the key in 
the lock of his sixteenth coffer, opens it, 
and throws in the handful of money. 
He lights a torch before each of the 
coffers; and opens them one after an- 
other. | “What glitter,” he says, apoa- 
trophizing his gold; “what empire! Here 
is happiness and honor! And yet my 
heir will waste it all; for he does not 
know what it has cost me in bitter 
denials, wakeful nights, restless days. 
Will he say that conscience has never 
troubled me—conscience, that guest who 
comes in unbidden, that brutal creditor? 
Never mind! Let ie get wealth and 
let me suffer for it. Oh, if I could hide 
this crypt from unworthy eyes! If when 
I am gone I could come here from my 
resting place and sit upon this coffer 
like a guardian shade; and as I do now, 
defend my treasure from the approach 
of every living creature!” 

The excerpt from Rachmaninof!’s 
“Miser Knight” which, if plans go not 
amiss, will be produced in Boston, is 
that of the baron’s soliloquy in the crypt.

BUY WITH CAUTION 
AND TONE IS QUE 


Tendency to ‘Economize in 
Various Lines of Merchan- 

‘ dise Obviously Affects the 
Textile Industries. 


SCRUTINIZE VALUES 
“a ‘ 


The general tendency to economize, as 
well as to scrutinize relative values of all 
merchandise having a direct bearing 
upon the cost of living, is fully recog- 
nized by textile goods manufacturers, 
and they are disposed to be cautious in 
their purchases of stock. 

The wool market takes its tone, there- 
fore, from this rather halting condition 
of affairs. The buying public, whose at- 
tention is given more closely than usual 
at the present time to household eco- 
nomics, has progressed from consideration 
of the food question, where the inquiry 
originated, to a study of the broader 
subject of commodity values and their 
ratio to income. Manufacturers foresee 


curtailment of demand in consequence, 
and require assurance of ample new busi- 
ness to induce purchases of material, 
in spite of some easing of quotations, 

This phase of the outlook is by no 
means ‘confined to the wool trade, nor to 
manufacturers of cloth. Inquiry in 
other branches of industry elicits the 
information that buyers are retrenching 
in many quarters, hoping thereby to 
force a reaction in prices and that Feb- 
ruary trade this! season has averaged 
lighter than in the corresponding month 
last year for many of the staple lines of 
merchandise. 

Next Tuesday the second 
auction sales of 1910 will begin in Lon- 
don. Foreign markets are somewhat 
firmer in tone than the American mar- 
ket has ruled during the past month 
or two, and little deviation atthe open- 
ing from January quotations jis looked 
for. It hardly seems probable that there 
will be further market advances, for 
prices are now on an extremely high 
plane, and a change might rather be ex- 
pected in the opposite direction if at 
all. Certainly there is no incentive for 
American buyers at present to aid~in 
building prices up. .

J. A. Patten, Before Leaving 
for Europe, Denies Report 

é That He Has Quit Specu- 

lating in Wheat Market. 


HE LIKES THE GAME 


NEW YORK~—Smiling like a boy just 
out.of school James A. Patten, the big 
Chicago financier and wheat speculator, 
emphatically denied today as the big 
Mauretania pulled out of her slip for 
Liverpool, the report that he has all 
the money he wants and is going to 
live the life of a retired merchant. 
“There is nothing to it,” he said. : 

He is simply going abroad on a vaca- 
tion trip; will come back by the same 
steamer and, has the same interest in 
the affairs of the world now that he had 
in last summer’s great campaign in 
Wheat when he is credited with celan- 
ing up $20,000,000. 

Mr. Patten has some emphatic views 
on the idea that the wheat market can 
be cornered. “A man can make money 
in the market,” he said, “but it is impos- 
sible to get all of the product of the 
world’s granaries where one man can say 
how they are to be disposed of.” 

“It. is absolutely absurd to declare 
that any one man or set of men can get 
a corner on the wheat of the country,” 
he said. “You work hard and try to 


ing a great amount of money and ac- 
cumulating what you consider a great 
line you reach your office some day to find 
out that somebody else has turned up 
with an other big line and that he is 
selling it at a low figure. What do you 
do? Well, if you are like me you sell 
at his figure also. You face a losing 
proposition, but it is a great game. 

“Now let me say right here that 
speculation is the spice of life. Even 
old. man John G. Rockefeller’—and he 
emphasized the “G.” even though it is 
to be presumed that he knew well that 
the middle initia] of the oil king is “D” 
—“even John G. at his time of life is 
continually buying and selling. stock and 
bonds. He cannot quit.. The game is 
too interesting. 

“I simply would not quit speculating 
for the world. Why should I?” | 

‘Mr. Patten,” he wags asked, “there is 
a report that you are going to go in 
heavily for art from now on. Is that 
true?” 

“Art,” he gazed quizzically at his 
questioner. “What do you mean by art? 
What is this you expect of me?” 

It was explained that he had been 
quoted as going to Europe to buy some 
old masters and go into rivalry with 
J, P. Morgan for the acquisition of the 
world’s art treasures. The - hicagoen 
laughed heartily. 

“Why,” he said, “I couldw: tell the 
difference between an oil painting and a 
chromo, and I don’t want to learn. There 
are lots of people who, when they ac- 
quire a lot of money, discover that they 
know a whole lot about art and paint- 
ings. They go all over the world buy- 
ing up rare paintings and other ob- 
jects of art. But not for ne. None of 
it for Jim Patten. He will stick to the 
game that he knows best.”

Section on chapter five of 
Urdinances of 1898S is hereby

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THE LIBRARY ALCOVE 


By SAM WALTER FOSS. 


Y 
encountered in public libraries. It 
is no doubt essential to the common com- 
fort that there should be but little talk- 
ing in the reading rooms,, the reference 
room and the rooms for private study. 
When a book is “talking” to a man 
he usually resents any other conversa- 
tion as an interruption. When a man 
voluntarily gives himself up to the mon- 
ologue of a book he willingly closes his 
ears to the dialogues of his fellowmen. 
When he seeks this monologue in a pub- 
lic library he naturally expects the li- 
“brary management to protect him from 
the intrusive chatter of garrulous people. 
People should be allowed to read in si- 
lence in a public library. 


But vet there should be as much talk- 
ing as reading done in every ‘public 
library. The ability to talk intelligently 
and pleasantly is an important requisite 
of successful librarianship. There is no 
conversation so interesting: as the con- 
versation about a book that one likes. 
The librarian and his staff should be 
able to talk about the books they handle. 
They should not allow themselves to 
be outdone in this respect by bookesell- 
ers and book agents. 

It is said that the art of conversation, 
as it flourished in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, is a lost art. But should we not 
look for a revival of this old art of 
conversation? May we not hope for a 
rennaissance of talk? And why should 
not this art of intelligent and exhilara- 
ting conversation be reborn in the public 
library? It is a place where universal 
knowledge is on tap. Themes of conver- 
Ration are piled cord-wood-like, in tiers 
furlongs in length. The raw material 
- of talk is stacked up by the cubic yard. 
When a man learns how to read he 
should not forget how-to talk. 

If the public library has hitherto made 
_its readers glum and taciturn thinkers, 
it should now teach them to become 
Vivacious and pleasure-giving talkers. 
Wh shoulll the scholar, full of burning 
thoughts, gllow them to congeal into 
silence * 


-—— 


Now all’ good readers would like to 
talk; and the reason they do not talk is 
because they cannot find any one to talk 
to. The public library should supply this 
essential desideratum of their lives. Let 
such a one'call to see the librarian and 
unload his accumulated wealth of lore. 
The good librarian will hold out his ear 
to hine giadiv; and if there is a hiatus 
in the conversation he. will bridge the 
vacancy with a few remarks of his own. 
let the silent scholar call to see the 
librarian and have a “talk-fest.” 

lf the librarian is too busy with his 
administration and executive duties to 
meet all the talkers that call he should 
have a few members of his staff who can 
talk also, and who make it their especia! 
business to be conversationally agreeable 
to every one who entera the library. 
Sach talking members of the staff will 
find library work a perpetual! joy, and 


> 
TALKING” is a sign frequently 


will disseminate more happiness through 
the community than a professional en- 
tertainer. The joy of the excellent 
talker is contagious. He is an everlast- 
ing benediction to his fellowmen. 


If men and women of this stamp could 
always be found for library staffs then 
all libraries would be thronged like the 
stores in the holiday season, and they 
would then be packed as closely with 
people as they are now packed with 
books. : 


-- oo 


It must not be inferred, however, that 
the talkers of the library staff should 
all talk like books, or indeed should 
always talk learnedly. The majority of 
the people who visit the public library 
are not profound students. Neither are 
librarians nor the members of library 
staffs. So the library is not the place for 
hurling sesquipedalian words, or for 
enunciating horizon-wide ideas. Let the 
library staff talk to men about “the little 
things men care about.” This should ‘be 
done, especially, with people who visit 
the library for the first time. There is 
an excellent plan pursued by the Spring- 
field (Mass. public library, to take a 
new patron, when he first applies for a 
card and show him over the library. | & 
Such a courtesy as this will make a 
visitor a friend of the librar y indefinitely. 
Ife will go about and advertise to all his 
friends that he has found a public insti- 
tution with public servants who are 
really solicitous for the public’s pleasure. 
The publie will soon cease to regard the 
members of the staff of such a library 
as this simply as public waiters, girl- 
clerks and errand boys. They will soon 
learn to regard them as friends and con- 
genial associates. 


Such a feeling on the part of the com- 
munity is worth acquiring. ‘The hearty 
good- -will of the public is a library’s 
greatest asset. 

The man who said that “talk is cheap” 
was a poor judge of merchandise. Good- 
natured talk is the ebullition of a good 
heart, and the spontaneous humanity of 
the unspoiled man and the natural 
woman. , There are thousands of people 
whose social natures are half-atrophied 
from lack of somebody to talk to. It is 
better even to listen to a mocking bird 
Or @ parrot than to sit in the lonesome- 
ness of a life without talk. 


So let the librarian with his books give 
the people something to talk about; and 
then let him, in his. own person and in 
the persons of his staff, give them indi- 
viduals to whom their talk can be 
directed.

EW YORK—An exhibition consist-

Macbeth galleries. Mr. Sartain’s land- 
scapes are interesting for their poetic 
quality and for the feeling for nature 
and a certain sympathy for their sub- 
jects. On the other hand his atmospher. 
ic effects are not treated in a telling 
manner and do not seem to be felt, 
Another fault to be found in his works 
is the treatment of values, which is often 
anything but correct. 

Mr. Sartain’s portraits are very charac- 
teristic and -of excellent quality. The 
‘‘American Head” must be mentioned as 
a strong and forceful work. A canvas 
that has a great deal of charm is “The 
Young Musician.” It shows an under- 
standing of character and is of a poetic 
color treatment. 


Two canvases by James McNeil Whis- 
tler are also shown at the Macbeth 
rooms, the most important of which, 
“The Fur Jacket,” an arrangement in 
black and brown, is a portrait of Miss 
Maud Franklin, one of Whistler’s favor- 
ite models. It was first exhibited in the 
Grosvenor galleries in 1877 and has 
crossed the ocean several times since. 
The treatment of color values in this 
painting reaches a high point of excel- 
lence. The color values are handled with 
the most delicate simplicity and yet 
highly developed in every detail. The 
wonderful use of the contrasting browns 
is lovely to look at while the head stands 
out for its lovely flesh tones and softly 
sympathetic character. The other can- 
vas is a study in “Rose and Brown,” rep- 
resenting a little girl in a characteristic 
pose, bringing out her expression, won- 
derfully full of vitality.

This little book, published at a nomi- 
nal.price, is of particular service to Lon- 
don teachers, settlement workers, par- 
ents and many others who influence the 
choice of boys and girls in the matter of 
vocations, 


It gives a_ brief descriptipn of each 
trade, tells the requisites—-for ‘instance, 
specifying when particularly heavy: tools 
are used—the length of apprenticeship, 
wages, proportion of boys to men, name 
of the union and its wage rate and num- 
ber of hours, the different processes 
which pay better and lead to the good 
positions, 

The collection of such material for 
New York would be a pretty expensive 
undertaking, but the organization com- 
mittee has strong hopes that among the 
philanthropic agencies of the city the 
means may be found for its accomplish- 
ment.

Ps | new regime, is, of course, far more than a 
mere cabinet crisis, especially as it was caused by the refusal of the 
Russian foreign office to consider the demand for the withdrawal of 
the Russian troops from northern Persia. But it may ‘be doubted 
whether it will provide the supreme test for Russia’s intentions, as 


the Persians seem to expect. 
If the retiring leaders have warned the Regent and his govern- 


ment that Russia’s failure to evacifite Persian territory will simply~ 


mean that ske intends to control Persia, it must be objected that the 
presence of Russian troops in northern Persia“fieed not have the 
least connection with Persian affairs. The provinces of Azerbijan 
and Gilan, fram the Russian standpoint form the gateway not to 
Persia but to Turkey: If Russia interided to absorb Persia she 
would bear down on the rich province of Khorassan, which forms 
the largest section of the Russian sphere of influence and is very 
easy of access from the Russian trans- Caspian territory. 

It may be doubted whether the near eastern situation could have 
been controlled so. successfully had it not-been possible to exert a 
considerable amount of pressure-on the Young Turks through the 
Russian detachments“in northern Persia. Great Britain, it may be 


_-sately” assumed, would never have consented to that prolonged occu-* 


pation of Persian territory but for its great strategic value in connec- 
tion with developments in the Balkans. It will be remembered that 
the principal reason of Turkey’s failure to enter the triple alliance 
was the stipulation that the fourth army corps in Erzinjan, Armenia, 
should be very considerably reinforced to serve as an outpost of the 
triple alliance against Russia, capable of taking the offensive. Turkey 
was unable to do this without depleting her garrisons in Macedonia 
and Albania, which would have placed her at the mercy of Austria. 
Today the situation is even more unfavorable to such a move and 
Turkey is probably less prepared than in the past to throw large 
bodies of troops into Armenia and along the Turko-Persian frontier; 
hence, the military control of northern Persia by the Russians is a 
big factor in the near eastern situation, and unquestionably a factor 
ue the preservation of peace. 

--“The Persians may not be able to view it in that light, but who 
can doubt that Persian independence would be the first to go down 
if a general readjustment of the oriental question and the near and 
middle eastern balance of power were forced on England and Russia 
as the result of the Balkan crisis. Whatever mere sentiment may 
argue to the Persians, their patriotism must tell them to rely on the 
Anglo-Russian entente.

Assumi- 
ing that every child in the Allentown class could have answered 
every one of the ten questions correctly, of what value would such 
knowledge be to them compared with that which is necessary to 
their welfare in the ordinary affairs of life? The fact must not be 
lost sight of that only a comparatively small percentage of school 
children even in the United States remain in school beyond the age 
of fifteen, and that to the large percentage compelled to begin life 
at that age a knowledge of the history of the Arvan race, or of the 
extent of learning among the Egyptians, or of commerce among the 
Phoenicians, is not the best equipment. 

A little more common sense in the conduct of our primary 
schools might be beneficial, and it is earnestly called for in behalf 
of the children and of the country in which they are expected to 
develop into useful citizens.

In view of the fact that in | Amendment 
the meantime Governor Hughes, in a special | 

message to the Legislature, had displayed | 
vigorous opposition to the amendment, 
giving reasons that had appealed very forcibly to His party and to 
the business interests of the country, the doing of this called for an 
exhibition of no small degree of moral and political courage on the 
part of the senator. Even though he may find himself on the losing 
side in this contest, the fact that he has held his personal independence 
paramount to party,expediency will be counted to his credit. 

The truth is, Governor Hughes, who, though marvelously 
successtul in politics, is a poor politician, created for Senator Root 
a very delicate situation, and the senator has been driven in conse- 
quence to defend his position with regard to other matters more 
nearly important to some of his political friends than the income 
tax amendment. In the accomplishment of this, he has called into 
play the ingenuity of the lawyer and -the-tact of the diplomat. 

Briefly, he combats the position taken by Governor Hughes, 
that the amendment will confer upon the national government the 
power to tax incomes derived from bonds issued by the states or 
under the authority of the states, and will place ‘the borrowing 
capacity of the state and its governmental agencies at the mercy 
of the federal taxing power. He 1s, however, content to conduct 
the defense of the amendment in language calculated rather to 
impress those learned in the law than to arouse enthusiasm among 


the populace.
